(he (hnitrollers of Sales iind their stalls w(-re itssisled by Sales Committees, composed of 
non-ollicial eeii(h>m<‘n who assisted the (lontrolhu's with their iolvice in the pricing' of the 
stores, iind ill the methods of disposid. In reijiird to textile piece-eoods and yarn, Mr. 
N. l'». Siiklaiwala, C.l K., of Messrs. Taiii Sens, Limited, acted as Honorary Adviser to the 
Surplus Stores Orsfiini/.alion from its comniencemeiii in I'Jl'.l until April 1929, when tin* 
disposal of textiles Inid so :idViiiiced, and the work in which his asi^.stiince. was re<|uired 
had so diminished, tiiiil, on .Mr. Siikl.ilwiila’s own siieo,.,ttioii, he was relieved of his 
duties. 'I'he lotiil sales elfected at the. three centres realized a sum of over eight crores of 
rupees.

CharaetBr of tho soason. — indicated in iirecodiiig forecasts, the weather wuf 
generally favourtthle at the oulfiet, hilt subseijnetilly tin- crop was damaged hy a long 
spell of drought which considerahly reduced the outturn in many districts. On the 
whole the season has heciiau uufavourahle one. 

ABTM^.—The total area tinder these erops (excepting sesamnm for which separate 
forecasts are issued) is retnrned at S.S2,.'iUll acres this year as against 90.\4(,K) acres last 
year. 

Olitturn. —Front tho District Officer’s estimates, the provincial outturn of the difl'erent 
liseed crops works out at 72 per cent, of the normal as against 78 per cent. last year. 

Taking 5f maumis as the normal rpte of yield per acre for linseed, 6 mannds for 
rape and mustard and 41 maiinds for other oilseetls, the total yield for the Province is 
-estiinated at 137,800 tons this year as against 15:1,400 tons last year.

The prospects of standii 
crops are generally satisfactory. Tiie crops on low lands in places in some eastern districts have be< 
damaged by heavy rain. The average price of common rice in the province has rain by about 2 per oec 
as oumpared with that of the previous week.

RESOLUTION—No. S.-217. 

In their Resolutioii No. 81-D., dated the 1.5th November 1919, the Government of 
India announced tbeir intention to ooiistitutc a committee to deal with the proposal 
made by the IndiA^'lndustrial Commission for the creation of an Indian Stores Depart¬ 
ment. The terms of reference and personnel of this Committee were announced in 
Resolution No. H.-.50C-11, dat>“d the .5th December 191'.). The Committee were directed 
to enquire and report on the measures required to enable Government Departments to 
obtain their requirements as far as possible in India, what central and local agencies 
should be constituted for the purchase and inspection of such requirements and what 
modifications of the Stores Purchase Rules would be required to give effect to tbeir 
recomim^ cnntaineuThis Committee submitted its report to the Government of India on 
the o:iy 

f 1 The Committee wereeanable to agree in regard to the modifications which should 
be Tti le in the Stores Purchase Rules and certain alternative recommendations were 
offe>' 1. After careful consideration of these alternatives the Government of India arrived 
at ( -tain provisional conclusions, which, together witli a revised draft of the Stores 
Pul nase Rules, were sent to the Provincial Governments fur tbeir consideration and 
adV.ee. In the meantime the purchase of stores by Governors’ Provinces had ceased, 
unj «r the reformed constitution, to be a central subject. It was accordingly made clear 
thpj.,;tbe revised rules under consideration were intended for application only to the 
GovCk ameut of India and to Provinces other than Governors’ Provinces. On receipt of 
the replies from the Local Governments the revision of the rules was farther considered 
by a Committee of, the Legislature (the Railway ludustriec' Committee) which had been 
appointed in pursuaCfo of a Resolution adopted by the Legislative Assembly on the 2nd 
March 1922. The rules approved by this Committee were submitted to the Secretary of 
State for his approval. 

II. The Secretary of State in Council has now approved the rules appended to this 
Resolution, which will henceforth regulato the fiurchase of stores by all Departments and 
officers of the Central Government and of the Local Governments and Administrations 
other than those of the Governors’ Provinces. 'Phe main features of the new rules consist 
in the assertion of a more definite preference fur stores produced and manufactured, 
wholly or partly, in India, an important extension of the power to purchase imported stores 
and the introduction of a central purchasing agency in India, namely, the Indian Stores 
Department. This Department, as announced on the iOth December 1921, was created on 
a temporary basis with effect from the let January 1922, on which date the Chief 
Controller of Stores assumed charge of his duties and proceeded to formulate a detailed 
scheme of organisation. This scheme, after consideration by the Government of India, 
was submitted to the Seertdary of State who has now sanctioned the constitution of 
the Indian Stores Department on a permanent basis. 

4. The revision of the Stores Purchase Rules and the establishment of the Indian 
Stores Department are the direct outcome of the policy which .aims at the encouragement 
of the industries of the country without sacrificing economy, and the Government of 
India take this opportunity of impressing upon all Deiiartments and officers purchasing 
stores the importance which thev attach, nut only to a strict adherence to the letter of the 
rules, but also to a loyal observance of the policy underlying thorn, as stated in the 
preamble to the rules. The observance of this policy, coupled with utilisation to the 
futlest possible extent of the services of the Indian Stores Department, will, it is 
confidently anticipated, promote both the objects which the Government of India 
have in view, namely, encouragement of manufacture in India and economy in the 
purchase of Oovernment stores. ' 

Order, —Ordered that this Resolution bo communicated to all Local Governments 
and Administrations, the several Departments of the Government of India (including the 
Finaneial Adviser, Military Finance), the Private and Military Secretaries to His 
Excellency the Viceroy, all Heads of Departmepts subordinate to this Department, the 
Auditor General and all Accountants (ieneral, the Comptroller of Assam, Deputy 
Accountant General, Central Revenues, Delhi, the Financial Adviser, Posts and Tele¬ 
graphs, and the Audit Officer, Indian Stores Department.

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RULES FOR THE SUPPLY OF ARTICLES FOR THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 


PREAMBLE. 

The i>olioy of the Government of Iinlia ia to make their purchaaea of stores for thfi 
pablio service in such a way as to encourage the indnstries of the country, so far as is 
cousiatont witli economy and efficiency. In pursuance of this policy the following rnles 
are prescribed, with the sanction of the Secretary of State, for the supply of articles fof 
the public service. Those rules, which are subject to any instructions regarding specific 
articles which have been or may be made by the Government of India with the sanction 
of the Secretary of Slate from time to time («.//., those relating to the supply of stationery 
and printing stores for the public service), supersede all previous orders which are not 
explicitly Continued. 

'J'he rules are applicable to the Government of India and to proviiiv^lli other than 
Governor’s Provinces. 

RULE 1.-Aptloles manufaotuped In India from Indian m^tariaia. 

All articles which are jirodiiced in India in the form of raw malerial, or are nianu* 
faclured in Iiulia from inateriul.s groduced in liulia sliould, in preference to articles not 
manufactured iu India or wholly or partly manufactured iu India ftp”' - -vortod 
inateriuLs, be purchased locally, provided tiiat the quality is suilicieiitly 
purpose, and the i)rioo reasonable.

(a) When the articles are airoady in India at the time of or<i(?r or are already on 
their way out, and their price and quality are not unfavmirahle as compared 
with those at which similar articles could he obtained through the Stort 
Department, Loudon, and the cost of the supply does nut exceed the limit! 
jn-escribed in Rule 11. Wlieii the total value of tho articles required i( 
trifling it is generally desirable to purchase them locally.

Existing orders regarding the partial 
reornitment of any of these services by promoiion will remain unaffected :— 


RULES. 

1. Extant of applioation. —These rules apply to the direct recruitment of the Bengal 

■Civil Service, (Executive), tlte Bengal Excise Service, the Bengal Police Service, the 
Subordinate Civil Service, Incouie-titx otticfrs recruited hy the Commissioner of Income* 
tax, Bengal, the Subordinate Excise Service and the Upper Division of the Secretariat 
Clerical Service. 4 ^ 

2. Mathod of diroct roerultmonL —Direct recruitment for these services will be 
. made on the results of a competitive examination, but Government and the Commissioner 

of Income-tsx, Bengal, reserve the right to appoint by nomination from the list of 
qualified examinees iinlividnal cundi<latcB belonging to the backward classes and other 
minoritieB if the results of the examination fail to secure the repres^tatinn of such 
classes or communities, and in the case of the Upper Division of Jhe Secretariat Clerical 
Service to hll Eiirnpean and Anglo-Indian vacancies by selection from outside the list. 
The Commissioner of Income-tax also reserves the right to make appointments by 
nomination to posts for which special, technical or linguistic qualifications arc essential. 

3. ChOiOE of urviOO. —Each candidate for direct recruitnAnt will he required to 
•specify in his application the service, or sorvioes for which he desires to compete, placing 
these in the order of his preference, and the choice thus inaicated will he final. Appoint¬ 
ments will be assigned to simcessfnl competitors with due consideration of their choice 
and the number of vacancies iiRthe various services. 

4. CommunBl roprOSOntBtion.—The Examining Hoard will submit to Government 
separate lists showing (a) the Muhammadan candidates, (i) candidates belonging to the

12 . Condffldnt of eligibility. —The indispensable qualifications of a candidate are— 

(rt) that he is a native of the ptovitice or has a permanent domicile within the 
province; 

(h) that he is a natural born subject of His Majesty or of an Indian State ; 

(c) that he is mor^.^thuu 22 and less than 25 years of age on the let August of the 

year in w'hich the examination is held ; 

(d) tliat he is a graduate ; 

(e) that he is of good character ; and 

(/) that he is of sound health, good physique, active habits and free from organic 
defect or bodily infirmity. 


Along with L.fi application a candidate shall submit proof of his age, and certificates 
from two responsible persons, unconnected with his College or University and not related 
to him, testifying to his private character.

RULH KOR THC RRRPARATIOR AND RUBLIOATIOR OP TH« RLKCTORAL ROLL. 

ObAnltlonb. 

1. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context,— 

(2) “ the Act ” means the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923 (Bengal Act III of 1923), 
as amended by the Calcutta Municipal (No, II) Act, 1923 (Bengal Act XI of 
192.J) : and 

(2) the “constituency” means the constituency specified in Schedule III or 
Schedule IV to the Act, as the case may be. 

2. The Electoral Roll of every constituency shall be prepared and published by the 
Executive Officer or such other officer or person as be may from time to time specially 
appoint in writing in this behalf. 

The Executive Officer or such other officer or person shall be called the “ Registering 
Authority ” for this purpose, and he may employ |^ch agency as he may think lit for the 
preparation and publication of the Elecloral Roll.^^ 

3. The Electoral Roll of every constituency shall be in English, but in order to give 
it wide publicity, the Executive Officer may, if he thinks tit, also order the publication of 
a copy in Bengali. 

4. On or before the 3(Jth day of November immediately preceding each general 
election, the Registering Authority shall prepare (tr cause to l>e prepared a complete 
Electoral Roll (hereinafter referrtfd to as the Preliminary Roll) for each constituency 
containing the names of all persons who appear to the Registering Authority to be entitled 
to be registered as electors for that constituency. 

5. In the case of a constituency other than a special constituency, the Preliminary 
Roll shall be prepared ward l»y ward, but the Re"istering Authority may, if he thinks fit, 
prepare a consolidated Preliminary Roll for several wards comprising a constituency «'r 
part of a constituency. The Registering Authority may also sub-divide the roll in such 
other manner or into such other parts as he may deem expeilient for the purpose of 
facilitating the preparation of the roll. 

li. The names of electors registered in tlie Preliminary Roll or any part of the 
Preliminary Roll of any such constituency as aforesaid shall be arranged in accordance 
with the alphabetical order of the names (in English) of the streets and the numbering 
of the premises in such streets contained in the said roll or part of the roll as the case may 
be. Where a person is registered as the representative of any company, body corporate, 
firm, joint family or other association of individuals, or as the manager of a lunatic or the 
guardian of a minor, a distinctive sign or mark shall be placed against his name in the 
Preliminary Roll to indicate the fact. Persons qualified as electors under clause (b) or 
clause (e) of 8ub-8ecti<m (2) of section 20 of tlie Act shall also have a distinctive sign or 
mark placed against their names in the Preliminary Roll, unless it is decidetl to publish 
> their names in a separate part or parts of the Preliminary Roll, 

7. In the case of a special constituency, the Preliminary Roll shall be in such form 
as the Registering Authority may direct. It shall contain the names of the persons 
registered as electors arranged alphabetically with their addresses. 

8. The Preliminary Roll prepared as above for every constituency shall be published 
by the Registering Anthority not later than the 30th day of November referred to in rule 4 
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in the manner following and otherwise as he may think fit to give it wide puhlicity in the 
ooristituency:— 

(a) In the case of a constituency other than a special constituency, by affixing for 
public inspection a complete c<(py of the roll at llie Central Municipal Office

(.2) The scrutiny shall he completed on the day appointed in this behalf, and no 
adjonrnmont of the proceedings shall be allowed.. 

15. (/) On completion of the scrutiny of nominations the Roturiiing Officer shall 
forthwith prepare a list of valid iiominanous ami cause it to ho affixed in some conspi¬ 
cuous place in his office. 

(S) In the case of uncontestod returns the Returning Officer shall report tho name 
or names of the candidate or candidates whom ho declares to be elected to the E.vecntive 
Officer, who shall cause tho name or names of the candidate or candidates elected to be 
published in the ValcitHa GateUe. 

Hi. If the number of duly nominated candidates is greater than the number of 
vacancies the Returning Officer shall forthwith publish in the local newspapers, and in 
such other manner as the Executive Officer may prescribe, and in such places in tin- 
constitnency as he may consider necessary, the nuiues of the candidates as given in the 
nomination papers in alphabetical order.

2. The Fund shall be deemed to have been constituted and established as from the 
1st day of April 1923 fur the benefit of all periuanant servaots of the Committee except 
such servants a.s the Trustees may in their absolute discretion decide nut to admit to 
Membership. 

3. (a) Contribution to tho Fund shall be compulsory on all permanent servants of 
the Committee fur the time being in receipt of a sal ary in excess of Ks. 30 per mensem. 

(b) Contributions by servants of the Committee shall be at one uniform rate of one- 
twelfth of pay pruviiied that in the case of a servant of the Committee employed for a 
term of years under specific agreement the rate shall 1)6 such rate not exceeding one- 
twelfth as may bo provide*! in the aforesaid agreement.

Committee without fulfilling the con* 
dition of Rule 16, shall bo entitled only to payment of his own nccumtilalod subscriptions 
and rjneome derived therefrom provided that the Triistees shall liave absolute discretion to 
waive forfeiture of the subscriber’s interest in the Committee’s contributions and the 
incomo derived therefrom if this concession is in their opinion justified. 

18. Advances from the Fund. —Advances from the amount standing to their credit 
on account of their owui subscrijitioiis may tit the discretion of the Trustees bo granted to

1. Number of municipalities.—The uuiuIhm* of imniicipiilitics rose from 
116 to 117 owing to the establishment of a municipality at Hajbari in the 
district of I'aridpur. 'Die boundarv of the Khulna nuuiicijiality was extend¬ 
ed so as to includt* the whole ot the Khulna Jiailwax yard of which onlx a 
portion was hitherto included. Ihere was no alteration in the boundarx of 
any other municipality. The name of the “ Hampur lioalia ” niuiiieipality 
has been changed to “ Hajshahi' municipality. 
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12. Conservancy. —The total conservancy charges during tins yca.t 
amounted to Rs. 21 lakhs which was about Rs. 5 lakhs in excess of the receipts 
from latrine fees. 

The sewerage scheme for Duvea was in progress and that for the Titagarh 
municipality was sanctioned aflei- the close of the y(?ar. . I'he Kaniarhati and 
ilhatpara sewerage schemes were under consideration wliihi that for Naihati 
was held in abeyance for want of funds. 

13. Public Health. —The Minister observes with satisfaction that the 
municipalities have been taking jui increasing interest in matters relating to 
Public Health. Mea.sures for the improvenKuit of sanitation were taken up 
in many towns by filling up, cltMusing or disinfecting insanitary tanks, ditches 
and dobas and removing jungles and noxious vegetation. Notices were also 
issued on the owners of insanitary tanks requiring them to have these filled up 
or re-excavated. In Maniktola^donc the owners were persuaded to fill up no 
leas than 26 tanks. In Cossipur-tUiitpur 22 insanitary tanks w'cre filled up 

, by their ow^ners. In Baranagar t\v<» tanks were filled n]> and four were re- 
^‘‘■'>xcavated. In Sherpi.ur 10 insanitiiry ditches were filled up and four tanks 
.‘Were re-excavated by their owners. In Munshidabad all municipal wells were 
dewatered and cleared of silt. I’hc munii'ipality also completeil the comstruc- 
tion of the Gobardhan Nullah drain with a Government contribution of 
Rs. 2,000. In Bhatpara abtiut 40 bighas of the Kaniarhati bnstee was rai.sinl 
and the filling up of borroiv-pits in al>out four bighas of land was in progress 
In Brahmanbaria an insanitary plot of land wns acquired and improved by 
filling up ditches and drains and by excavating two tanks. 

Preventive Pleasures were undertaken by a large number of muni(;i{)al- 
ities to check thcf-spn^id of epidemics. Medicines and disinfectants were 
freely distributed and special doctors were appointed wlieie necessary. Un¬ 
wholesome food-stufl's w<‘ie eitbi!r destroyed or removed from the local ba/ars, 
and persons selling such article.s wc’-e pro.secuteil. 'Fhe Baranagar munici¬ 
pality instituted 35 prosecut ions under .section 6 of thi^ Btmgal Food Adultera¬ 
tion Act, all of which resulted in conviction. In Jcssorc the Sanitary 
Inspector regularly inspected food-stufl's and (U^tccted some cases of adidku'si- 
ted ghee. Four prosecutions were starterl which ended in conviction. In 
the Kotechandpur municipality the sale of confectionary articles and fish 
was controlled under the supervision of the Munii ipal lleulth Officer. At 
Dacca a considerable quantity of unwholesome food-stuffs was destroyed. 
Some of the municipalities arranged lantern lecture.^ ami di.stributed health 
leaflets throughout their areas for the purpose of educating the ])eople on 
sanitation and public health. 

Effective steps were taken to prevent the spread of cholera which broke 
out in several municipalities. In the district of Bankura all the municipali¬ 
ties followed the instructions issm'd by the Direirtor of Jhiblic Health on the 
, subject. When an outbreak occurred people were warmul Jigainst using the 
water of suspected tanks and w^ells. Other tanks were guarded against jiollu- 
' tion. In Bankura and Vishnupur a stock of disinfectants was kept for free 
distribution. The Bankura municipality treated the indigent cholera 
patients free of charge. 

In the Mursbidabad municipality public and private wells were periodi¬ 
cally disinfected with permanganate oi potash and chlorogcn, and public 
drains were regularly flushed with phenyle and chloride of lime. At Khulna, 
during a widespread epidemic of cholera, the town was save<l from contam¬ 
ination by timely measures of prevention, such as disinfections of tanks and 
houses, and the distribution of health leaflets. Small-pox broke out in epi¬ 
demic form at Berhampore and Rajshahi, but timely action of the Commis¬ 
sioners prevented any serious extension of the epidemics. 

Stringent measures were taken up by a large number of municipalities 
to .vaccinate and re-vaccinatt? children anil primary and secondary vaccina¬ 
tions were in most cases given free of chargtj. Many of the municipalities 
employed permanent vaccinators for the purpose. ' * 
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mteusity of malarial fever was (ilieekcd in many municipalities by 
nlhn^ up and disinfeetiri" insanitary tanks, etc. As an anti-malarial measure 
quinine and cinchona febrifuf^c were also lT»H}ly distributed by many munici¬ 
palities. Influenza tabloids wiire also distributed free to the poor by many * 
municipalities. 

Except for comparatively slight outbreaks of relapsing fever, the town 
of Darjeeling was free from epidemic di.s(^ases. Inflncn/.a becuune endemic 
and was responsible for one-seventh of (he total mortality. Serious over¬ 
crowding and lack of sanitary dwellings in certain areas of the town gave 
rist! to a high percentage of deaths from tul)ercular disease, and phthisis 
accounted for 14 3 per cent, of the total mortality. Excejn for a short-lived 
outbreak of influenza at the beginning of the year, the health of the town of 
Kur.seong was, on the whole, fairly good. 

In Chittagong and Harisal there were no Health Otficesrs and thc! public 
health work was managed by the .Sanitary Inspijctors; the ajipointment. td j 
Health Ottk^TS, which is a .statnt«)ry obligation, was yj-sisted upon the Miii-SP 
pal Commissioners. At Herhampore a Health Ollicer was apjxnnted bjwa^.^ 
the close of the year. 

By-laws were framed by a numl>er of nnmi( i|)alitie.s for the eradication of^ 
the water-hyacinth, ami notices under section 2Gb of the Bengal Mnnicijiar 
Act were issued by some of them for tlie removal of this pest from tanks and 
waterways.

14. Public Works. —'I'he [)erccntage (d* the out lay ^n public works to 
the total expenditure varied in the smaller (t)w iis from 1 in Katwa to .52 bs 
in Kharar and in larger municipalities from 4 tj in ^crainpore to 40 H in 
the South Suburbau municipality. 

The Baranagar municipality e.\pemh*(l Bs. 22.H94 in the eonstruction of 
its Olfiee building in a part of whii h a local library is piriposed to be locatetl. 

1.5. Loans. — liOans amounting to Ks. l,:{;5.bb| w'ore gi’anlerl to live 
municipalities, viz., Burdwan (Ks. 3b,bbb), Kaniganj (Ks- .50,000), Howrah 
(Hs. 30,334), Dacca (Us. 15,000), and Earirlpur (Us. 3,007). Altogether 43 
municipalities wore in del>t to Cover umeut, thiMi- total liabilities amounting 
to more than Us. 31) lakhs. .South Siilmiban, Birnagar ami Bhola fully 
lirpiidated their loans. 

10. Audit of Accounts and Embezzlements. —The accounts of almo.st all 
luunicipalitic's except Gobartlanga weir audited during tlio year*. Embezzle¬ 
ment or misappropriation of municipal money occurred in Baukura, llooghly- 
Chiusura, Maniktola and Baraset. The amounts misappiiopriated, which arc? 
not irported in all case^j, were, however, realised from the culprits and the* 
officers coucernerl were dismissed. 'I’he lougstamling question of embezzle¬ 
ment of hackney-carriage fees of the Uajshahi municipality, which dates hack 
to 1919, was br-ought to a final dirision after the close of the year- wdth tire 
result that the liackney-carriagr iuspeetoi- was discharged and thc ofliciating 
tax daroga was transforretl to a less responsible [wst. 

The municipal authorities of Comilhv took prompt and suitable action in 
remedying the defects and irregularities pointed out by thc Examiner of 
Local Accounts. Unfortunately, however’, little attention is generally paid 
by municipalities to audit reports. 'J'he Miulstcr takes this opportaiiity of 
pointing out to municipal bodies the fact that these audits are intended for the 
assistance of the local authorities them.selves and that spiH’ifte defects and ir¬ 
regularities are brought to light not in a spirit of captious criticism, but 
with a view to suggesting nee(»ssary stops being taken for having them 
remedied. 
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17. General Remarks—Burdwan Division: Howrah. —The total ordi 
uary income of the municipality fell from Ra. 15,99,554 to Rs. 15.92,551 
The deciease is mainly attributed to the fall of receipt under the Fire Brig- 
fUde Act and to the non-receipt of any uontribution from the public for an} 
inijiiovement work. Expenditure rose from Ra. 12,62,192 to Rs. 14,00,14(1 
mainly on account of increased outlay under the heads “ Water Supply,” 
“ Itoads ” and “ Conservancy.” There was a revision of assessment in 
wards 4 and 8. The current demand on account of municipal taxes rose 
from Rs. 14,91,245 to Its. lO.TO.HllO. The finan(;ial position of the munici¬ 
pality has improved within recent years. 


The duties of cleansing the roads, drains and privies in'^the town was, 
as before, vested in the Ward (’ommittet‘s. lioth the Chairman and the 
Commissioner of the Division complain of thcii* inadequate supervision and 
of want of sympathy and co-ordination with the central municipal authori¬ 
ties. The question of the disposal of street sweepings is getting more 
^•j!ite year by year owing to the dilliculty in fimliug dumping grounds. The 
watering arrangem#>nf of the town has been greatly improved; in addi- 
lion to 21 road-watering carts, two road-watering lorric.s were purchased. 


The expenditure under “ Public in.strnction ” .shows a slight falling 
off. The st’heme prepartnl by Mr. Biss for the advancement and exten.sion 
of primary cdueation could not be taken nj) as it involved the imposition of 
ad«litionaI taxation. 'I’he Municipal Commissioners, hoAvever, decided to 
lake up four of tlic^ existing primary schools and to make eilncation free in 
them. ^ 

The health of the town has improved during the last three years, the 
birth-rate is steadily increasing, the figures for the last 3 years: Iwmg 20-20, 
22-06 and 25-48 per mille, respectively, while the number of death.s has 
gradually decreased since 1920-21. There were no epidemic; diseases during 
the year. To remove infantile mortality four (jualified midwives were 
appointed under the supervision of the Health Officer. 


The municipality of Burdwan w.as administered with great efficiency. 
A scheme for reiilacing the worn out engines and Imilers at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 1,30,000 was taken u]> during the year and considerable i)rogrc.ss 
made. Kalna was at one time notoriously unhealthy, but during the last 
10 or 15 years it has improved in n.'sjicct of malaria, though typhoid and 
kala-azar have become prevalent. The system of treatment of Icala-azar by 
antimony iniwtions, which was introduced by Dr. Muir in the Scottish 
Mission Hospital, was continued. The success obtained from this method of 
treatment Las led to an influx of patients from other places, and it is to this 
circumstance that the Municipal (.-ommissioners attribuP; the spread qf the 
lisease among the permanent residents of the town. The (’rying need of the 
Down of Katwa is filtered water, but the municipality is making no provision 
for a supply. The first elec-ted Municipal Board of Asansol has been formed 
and it is hoped that the affairs of this municipality will now rapidly im¬ 
prove. The finances of the Midnapore municipality continuwl to be unsatis¬ 
factory. 'J'he water-works scheme of the municifiality was hung up for in¬ 
adequacy of funds, but st«ps are now Ixdng taken for completing an- impor¬ 
tant part of the scheme. At Chandrakona.disscnsion and party feeling pre 
k'ented any nsoful work being done. 

The Distiict Magistrate of Hooghly is of opinion that the two largest 
niiinictpalilics, viz., the Hooghly-Chinsnra and Serampore are the wonst 
nanaged. 1 he finances of the former show some slight improvement, but 
the outslauding balance being still so high as Ra. 21,600, the improvement 
is purely nominal and is unaccompanied by lietter work in other departments 
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of the municipality. Tor want of continuous supervision over the colJectint' 
stuff, wllections are neglected and arrears uIIowchI to accumulate. Other 
bramihes lof adininistratum have also suffered and tl.e peoi)le arc retiorted 
'H..dissatisfied with the piesent uianagement of the municipality. 
Ihe Smvimpore municipality was faced with bankruptcy which has Ikmui 
nverted by the recent assessment which will add 25 per ernt. to its income 
Jnoticeable in Kotrung. Much improvement has betm 
aflected in the Bansberia municipalily by the coustnulion of a mill in Ward 
JNo. 1 .and by the clearance of jungle by another mill in Ward .TVo. III. The 
general licalth and sanitation of Jlaidyabuti has improvial but the munici¬ 
pality is iwtorious for party factious. The colhtliuns in Campdanv weie 
very satisfactory. ^

24-lhirganas, remarks as follows :— 

“ There continue to be Uk) many municipalities whose administration ' 
falls far below what it ought to be. 1‘aniliati, Tollygunge, lla jpur, Hasirhat.J^ 
Joyuagar and Jladuria are all bad, and there are sonu; others which might 

easily be liettcr than they are. in |.»laccs like Joyuagar the 

Municijial tommissioners decline to enforce any of the innch-in*cded ini[>rove- 
inmits liecause jirivate interests will thereby be alVected and T’.aniindurs and 
others are not ashamed to derive income from markets which arc insaiiitary. 
Tlie scheme for a railway market at Kanchrartara still hangs lire and no pro¬ 
gress has heen made with the iirojcct for a mnnii-ipal inax’ket in Hhalpara. 
No grcait progress ap])cars anywlierc in junglo-cutting (»r filling up iirsauitary 
dobas and tlicrc is a general want of vital civic co-ojieration. ■'lial('-i)aycrs do 
not keep their own holdings clear.” 

The municipal administration in the <listrict of Murshidahad wa.s fairly 
well managcfl as far as municipal funds permitted, and the iicalth of muni¬ 
cipal towns was generally good. The standards of collection in the Khulna 
municipalily were again high, and freeilom from epidemic disease en¬ 
joyed by the town was arttrihuted to good admini.stration. On the other 
Inind, t^ie work of the small municipality at Dehluitu was cxtreinoly uii- 
satisfactory. W'lien the District Magistrate inspected it on the 2;hd Manh 
1!)2J, it had carried out only thi*ee-eighths of the hudgcti'd cxjjcnditure, had 
spent only one rupee out of a hudgeted c.apital outlay on drains of Ks. lOd, and 
had hetm without a sweeper throughout January and Feluuary. Ils stand¬ 
ards, traditionally low, were further deiiresscd (iuring the year hy local cla.ss 
feuds. A general election was set aside, and a second elect ion which was held 
resulted in tlie iinse.'iting of the hhadrahxj class. 

The Commissioner of the Division obstn-ves” The few good munici¬ 
palities do excellent work considering the very liniitial means at their disposal, 
but there are a large number wliioh have in no way fuHilled the hopes of tlicir 
founders. In many jdaces the Conimissiouer.s have yet to h'arii the great res¬ 
ponsibility involvtol by tlioir position not only |iu spending ;carefully the 
money for the ratejiayers but also in realising their dues promiitly.” 


19. Dacca Division. —The state of affairs in the Dacca nmnicipiality is 
unsatisfactory. The latrine servic*e is imlift’erent, the water-supply is defi¬ 
cient, and the txmditions of the roads leave imuii to Ik; desired. The revalua¬ 
tion was long overdue and the successive bodies of Commissioners who omitted 
to have the town revalued are partly to blame for the present discomforts of 
the ratepayers. The present Ckanmissioncrs have at last made a gt>ner«al re¬ 
valuation. In this connection the Divisional Commissioner observes as 
follows:—

The Report of the Department of Agriculture, Bengal, for the year 1922*23. 

Mr. G. Evans l>eld charge of the department till 16th October 1922, 
whep| he went on leave preparatory to retirement. Mr. R. S. Finlow 
officl j d as Director for the rest of the year. Mr. K. McLean, Deputy 
DirCy: r, of Agriculture, was appointed to act as Fibre Expert to the Govern¬ 
ment 'Hengal. Mr. F. Smith, Deputy Director of Agriculture, proceeded 
on leave ]!?('• fifteen months from the 27th November 1922. Two new posts 
of Deputy: ‘.to r of Agriculture were sanctioned by the Secretary of State 
at the close ojK" ■ ''receding year, but it was not- possible to fill them perma¬ 
nently for wan.,' i.m ...itable recruits. It has since been decided not to fill the 
posts for the present as, until the number of farms in working order increases, 
the staff of three Deputy Directors appears to be sufficient for the needs of 
the department. Mr. M. Carbery continued as .Agricultural Chemist, and 
Messrs. G. P. Hector and Dwijadas Dat ta as first and second Economic 
Botanists, respectively, throughout the j’ear. 

2. Although the decisions of Government on the recommendations of 
the Bengal Retrenchment Committee relating to the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment were taken after the close of the year under report, it is n<?ce88ary to 
indicate the policy underlying these decisions to remove misapprehension. 
As regards the demonstration and propaganda branch of work of the depart¬ 
ment for which a large subordinate staff of District Agricultural Officers 
and demonstrators were employed under the Superintendents of Agriculture 
in charge of divisions, it has been definitely decided that the work of demons¬ 
tration should radiate from the district agi'icultural farms where the neces¬ 
sary technical staff ot District Agricultural Ofticers and demonstrators will 
exist, whilst jfiopaganda, so'far as it is non-technical, should be carried out 
with the assistance of the District Officer and his staff, the staff of the 
Co-operative department and the Agricultural Associations. The 
district and departmental stuff will in the course of their ordinai*y duties in 
the niufassal draw the attt'ntion of the cultivators to the improvements 
effected by the agricultural department and induce them to get into touc 
with the farms. It will then rest with the technical staff at th^' 
demonstrate the improvements of crops, seeds, manures, implemen ^'~^^ ~ 

Next to research and the research stations, the district a^ 
farms, therefore, occupy an important place in the organisation of ' ^ 

inent. Whilst, however, the functions of these f a»-pi B 
include experiment as well as demonstration, it is al8(?V^‘~’n~, 
they are to convince people, some portion of each must ^ 

economic proposition to bring home to the public tin t agricultutTv’ 
recommended by the department can be made toTay. 
effect has accordingly been taken by the department. 

As a corollary to the policy of concentrating the te^ivities ' • ■* 

ment around the farms the Government of Bengal in the y^ i 
and Public Works have also accepted the principle 
of the Bengal Retrenchment Committee that the maintenam!y 
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aud the! distribution ol; seeds are matters not of agriculture but of organisa¬ 
tion. Orders have acconlingly been issued for the abolition of seed stores 
outside the farms. 

3. Of the 19 Bengal students in the second year class of the vSabour 
Agricultural College wliich closed at the end of the session 1922-23, J8 
passed the final examination. The number of students on the roll in each 
of the Secondary Agricultural Schools at Dacca and Chinsura was 16 in the 
first year class, while there were 20 and 17 students on the roll in the second 
year class in the respective schools. Kleven students passed the final 
examination in the Dacca School and 1-4 in the Chinsura School. The 
Government of Bengal (Ministry of Agriculwire and Public Works) have 
since on the recommendation uf the Bengal Ketrenchment Committee decided to 
close the Chinsura School, since it appears that full advantage has not been 
taken of the facilities offeVed by the school. 

The scheme for agricultural education referred to in the resolution 
recorded on the report lor the year 1921-22 was not proceeded with as th!‘re ' 
was no likelihood of funds being obtainable. For similar reasons the proposed ! 
Agricultural Institute at Dacca was not proceeded with. This is not to say ‘ 
that the Agricultural Department and the Governyient of Bengal have lost 
sight of the importance of agricultural education either in its more elemen¬ 
tary form as at schools such as the report mentions as existing i^ifcanarpur 
(Burdwan) and Durgapur (Chittagong) or Dacca, or in its moreJiftir’ancod 
form as contemplated in the propoae<l Agricultural Institute at and it 

is to be hoped that it will be possible to take up these question^^TO the near 
future. Mere t heoretical training will not commend itBq|Jyaifd any scheme 
of agricultural eilucation to prove acceptable must as to direct 

students back to the land and the practical pursuit crJ^HBltfession on lines 
which it will first be proved are profitable. 

4. Satisfactory progress continued to be made in the research side of 
the department. The evolution of improved races of jute and the reaffirma¬ 
tion of th«! values of previems di.scoverics in regard to jute, some of which 
had begun to be (ihallcngcd. naturally received sj-ecial atto?ntion, but 
investigations were also carried out in hemp, flay and (ither fibres. At 
present D. lot is the smudard deparimenral race of (.7. and ihe 

best yiclder. Two other races D. 27 and 39X. a hybrid, are also under trial. 
Over 600 single plant cultures of O'. ca/«M/nris were made during the year 
with the object of improving on D. 154. Work on chlorosis in jute in 
collaboration with the Economic Botanist was continued. Besuhs obtained 


by crossing chlorotic with non-chloroiic races of C. capsularis have so far 
iinlicated that the chlorotic tendency is more extensively inherited through 
the female than the male plant. 

The question of the superiority of departmental ratjes of jute in fibre and 
spinning qualities over local races came under discusStoai with the trade 
during the year. Arrangi.unents have been ntade for the conduct daring 
the present year of a series of field tests in tht; Eastern and Northern 
Bengal districts with ihe department.al races of R. 85 and D. 154 ai^ 
Fuuduk, a variety which is believed to be of a very high quality by the tradi. 

■ of Commerce has nominated a committee to co-opei’ate 

1 these matters and to advise it in regard to the 
r.'ide. The Government of Bengal (Ministry of Agri- 
irks) are gratified to notice the interest ivhich the 
jute have roused, and will await the result of the field 
department. 

e Commirtee appointed to devise ways and me.ane to 
nth was received and considered during the j’ear. The 
[e to come to a unanimous conclusion on the important 
urea to be taken for the ei-adicaton of the weed. 

i-oach a unanimity about the efficacy of the spniy,® 
lieh were given by its Inventor, Mr. T. S. Griffiths, 
onducted on a small scale at Dacca under the 
experts of the department afforded grounds for 
luid used by Mr. Griffiths, although harmless to human 
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beings and animals, resulted on application in the destruction of the water- 
hyacinth. As the Government of lieiigal were of (»pinion that no possibility o: 
securing an efticacious means of dealing with tluspost should l>e neglected thej 
decided to follow up their previous experiments and to endeavour to obtaii: 
some conednsive result. Conmmnications wei-e accordingly addressed t( 
Mr.GriffitliS as a result of which he ottered the use of his spray to this (iovern- 
ment for a period of three years for a payment of £1,500 with the option t( 
purchase all rights in it in Bengal for a further payment of £6,000 at the end 
of three years if this Government were fully satistiod with their experimentt 
during that period. The Government of Bengal (Ministry of Agriculture and 
Public Works) are satisfied that the otter is reasonable and have acceiited it. 

5. As usual, rice continued to receive particular attention in the 
Botanical Section, thougli minor investigations were also carried out ii: 
cotton, pulses and oil seeds. Varietal tests in a record season at Dacca 
and in an unfavourable season at (Jhiusuia have again proved the superioritj 
ot Indraaatl and Dudshar paddy, whilst Kataktara is still without a riva] 
in Eastern and Northern Bengal as a high land broadcast Aus ri(;e. 

Amongst liabi crops a number of pure races of Matikalai with promising 
qualities have been selected. 

The Second Econoiftic Botanist is in charge of the investigations into 
cotton, (^aP"water paddy, pulses and oil seeds. 

Tli«^otton survey of the province is still being conducted. It is 
oBtimat0q;;^at the total area under cotton in Bengal is 6d,0()0 acres, of which 
5,000 aerbr^re ordinary cotton and the remainder is OntnUlas. It is 
interesting, it may not prove to be important, that types of cotton 

answering RoxBJ^_ls description of D.acca muslin cotton have been dis¬ 
covered at Dewa'li^*^ **'®^iMymensingh) and Rangpur. 

6. In the ClJ fsTsical section s|>ecial attention was given to sugsircane. 
date-sugar and tobacco. Although tlie drought in the early part of the 
year proved disastrous to the sugarcane «‘rop it was not without its lesson, 
as it demonstr.ated the exceptional drought-resi.sting capacity of the depart¬ 
mental race of Tanna. Two otluM* new Coimbatore hybrid races, viz.. Madras 
Nos. C.213 and C.214, have also been found to lx; good resistors of drought. 
They also promise to tiller better and to yielj a purer juice. Experiments 
have shown that high glucose content of tlie juice of sugarcane grown on the 
red latcrite soil of Daeca is due to the soil’s (leficiency in lime as well as to 
the lack of moisture which was hitherto believed to be the chief cause. 

Manurial experiments with tobacco indicate that groundnut cake and 
fish manures yield good results. 

7. Gratifying progress has been made with the programme of evolving 
an improved brf?ed of cattle at the cattle-breeding station. Rangpur. 'J'he 
protiess of selection ot cows has resulted in a marked improvement in their 
yield of milk so tltjiJrtije minimum stamlard of milk yield per lactation peritxi 
of 300 days has been raised from 500 lbs. in 1920 to l,.5t)0 1I)S. in 192.3. 


To-day the best cows at Rangpur are giving about 4,000 Jbs. of milk per 
lactation. Attention is also l>eing given to prrxlucing in larger numbers 
liills of good stature and belonging to good milking strain. The object is 
distriliution amongst owners of cows, for it lias been proved at Pus a tha t 
it is through the sire tliat the milking strain pas.ses. Selection wor]|-t*^j.i 
the herd of Sindhi cattle at the Dacca Farm is in progress. The 
of cattle ftxlder which has an important bearing on the improve 
cattle has also been engaging the attention of the department. NiTi 
fcxhler crops, both indigenous and exotic, are being tested with 
ascertaining their value and giving the public tlie benefit ^ t he r^i

improvement of agriculture in the Bankura, Birhhum aiwl Midnapor 
■Apart from sohemi^s under the Bengal Agricultural aife Sanitar^ 
ment Act, 1920, there was a large number of co-operative irrijf '^iljf si 
in the Bankura and Birbhum districts which called for t]\p special 
of the Agricultural Engineer. Besides irrigation work alfc^jer 
tions were received for the drain.aire. or re-excavation onn^ 
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rivers and bheels undor^ the Hengal Agrioultural and Sanitarj'^ Improvement 
Act. It is hoped tliat if advantage is largcdy taken of the provisions of tlie 
Act much benefit from the sanitary as well as the agricultural point of view 
will result. 

9. As already indicated agricultural assoeiations play an important 
part as a link between the department and the laiyats. 'I'liey also afford 
a real test of the interest taken by th(! public in the welfare of the agricul¬ 
tural population. Nf)teworthy among these associations are those of Na«lia, 
Piirbhum, 24-ParganaK, Pabna and Uangpur. Agricultural asso*Mations run 
on co-operative lines have great ywssibililies and the distinguishing merit 
of self-help. In Pabna an innovation has been inatle in the establishment 
of agricultural co-operative societies with small areas for the d(!nionstration 
of improvements and the prcnlaction of seed of ibiiiarlmentally selected crops. 
A further experiment in collaboration wdth the co-operative department is 
the proposed establishment of societies for lln; purchase and sale uf juie 
se(*d with the ohp?et of dev(;loping reliable private ag(!nci(;S for the projra- 
gation of improved seed under the exj^rt advice of the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment. 


10. Mr. P. Chaudhury, Deputy Director of^ Sericulture. Dengal, 
assisted liy two Superintendents was in charge of seed cocoon fn’oductiun

the expenditure, since tlu^ object is to revive the industry Uwj^lffpulariKing 
disease-free seeii. Tbe falling otV in reeeipts is. liowi'ver.jjjj|^iifciiate. 'I'lie- 
receipts should go on increasing until t he los.s in tloveT^.jESHPiH-eonies very 
inneli less than at present. The falling (»fFis attribiUed to shortage in 
cocoon production resulting from a[)normal weather conditions such as- 
drought, ilfKul, etc., as well as to tin' heavy budget eiirtailinent at the cull of 
the year winch iieces8itate<l the practical ahaiidoiiment of the Maijhi pro¬ 
gramme. Nevertheless, tlu’re was a marked advance in jdacing the work of 
this section on a sounder basis than before. It has now been defiiiin-ly 
decided that in present cireiunstanees bybridization should be al'audonetl as 
unlikely to produce gocnl results. Results of manurial exjjerimenls to<> 
indicate that tlie yield of leaf is capable of a large increase, and ft)rmalin, 
wliicli is at ym'seiit used as a disinfectant, is being tc'utatively replaced by a 
substanet' called “ E.C,” invented l>y Mr. lliitchiiison, the imperial Dacterio- 
logist. “ K, has been found to be far more powerful and. also less costly 
than foriualin. The multiplication and distribution of disease-free seeds are 
still th<! main iUnns in the programme of the Sericultural Dt'pariment, and 
the eneoiiragement of selecU'd rearers to inaniuce seeds inijer def>artmental 
supervision is so far shown to b(! sound. The Bengal Silic'UlDiumittee was 
reconstituted at the close of the year so as to st'cure the representation of 
the silk trade, both European and Indian, and the eoeoon rearers and «ilk 
reelers in that body, but so far no meeting of (he Cominiltee has taken place.

Draft Notification, 

In exercise of the power conferred by sections 2, 8 (/) and 9 (.1) of the Poisons Act, 
1919 (Xll of 1919) an<i in supersession of all previous rules on the subject, the Governor 
in Council is pleased to make the following rules to regulate the possession for sale and 
the sale of certain poisons in Bengal:—

rX.. A license-holder shall not sell any poison (except such as may bo mixed in a 
medicine dispensed in compliance with the prescription of a medical or veterinary 
practitioner) to-any customer appearing in person unless the latter is personally known to 
him ,or indentified to his satisfaction. He shall not sell any poison to any person who 
appears to him to be under tho age of 18, or to any person who docs not app-ear to him 
to bo in full possession of his faculties or to any w'anderiug mendicant. 

X. 1. Every license-holder shall maintain a stock andcsale register in the form 
appended to these rnies. Separate pages shall be allottod in the register for each item of 
poison and the license-holder shall enter th(‘reon side by side all stock and sales of poison. 
The register shall be totalled and balanced daily and itnialled by the license-holder 
himself or by his accredited representative if the jliccnse-bolder is a firm or company. 
This initial shall be held to imply that the writer has satisfied himself that the require¬ 
ments of rule IX liave been fulfilled.

4. Botli the slock and sale register referred to in clause (/) and the prescription 
register referred to in clause (3) shall be produced before inspecting oDicers when 
requlir-ed. 

-Xl. Any Magistrate, any police officer of or above the rank of sub-inspector, any 
revenue officer of or above tho rank of kanungo or naib tashildar or any medical officer, 
of «>r above the rank of sub-aasistant surgeon or any chankidari circle officer or iiealth 
officer of a district board or municipality may at any time visit and inspect the premises 
of a licetise-holdor where poison is kepi, for sale and may inspect all jtoisons found 
therein and the registers maintained under rule X. 

XII. All poisons kppt for sale by any liueuse-holder under the.sj rules shall bo kept 
in a box, almirab, room or building (according to the quantity niuintained), which shall

having been brought to the notice of the High Court thatconsidcrahleincon- 
mience is caused to the Government Telegraph Check Office, Calcutta, in consecpieiice 
of clerks attached thereto being summoned from time to lime by criminal courts to 
attend those Courts to produce draft messages and to give evidence in cases in which 
draft messages are required for examination, the following instructions are issued for tho 
guidance of the suhorflinate criminal courts :— 


(a) Section 9.') of the Code of Criminal Procedure lays down the procedure in regard 
to the production of Post office or Telegraph office reconls before courts of criminal 
jurisdiction. Sub-section (.1) of section 94 of the Code iixpressly exempts letters, 
telegrams and ])arccls in the, custody «»f the Postal or Telegraph authorities from the 
operation of sub-sections (/) ami (2) of that section and a Court ilesiring the production of 
any such letter or telegram must proceed under section 95. The intention of this section 
appears to be that an officer should be deputed by the court concerned to the office where 
such letter or telegram may be, and that the Postal or Telegraph authorities should be 
directed to make «)ver the dooiunent to tlie officer so deputed, who will then he in a posi¬ 
tion to prove that the document was produced from the custody of tlie Postal or Telegraph 
authorities. 

(h) The attendance of 'relegrapli office clerks should be required only if they arc in a 
position to prove (he handwriting of the message or otherwise identity tho writer or person 
who handed it in for transmission or to give material evidence on other relevant matters 
which cannot )>e proved from other sources.

Thk Mainamati Survey School is a Govornment institution under the administrative 
control of the Director of Industries, Bengal. It is situated on the Mainamati Hill, four 
miles from the Comilla railway station in the Tippera district. 

2. The Principal is charged with the general control of the school and the mainten¬ 
ance of discipline, f 

ii. The full course of instruction extends over two years, either the full course may 
he taken, or the first year’s course only. .4.t present the session for the first year’s course 
begins from the 1st August terminating on the Slst July of the following year. 

4. The sessCoii for the second year’s course extends without a break from the first 
Monday in November to the middle of September of the following year. 

5. It is a residential institution and the students are required to reside in the school 
premises and must conform to the rules sanctioned by Oovemmeni. Students may live 
with their parents or with approved guardians with the special permission of the Princi¬ 
pal. The messing charges‘for Hindu students average about Rs. 10 per mouth. Owing 
to the paucity of Muhammadan students they are allowed to make their own messing 
arrangements. 

6. The qualifications for admission to the first year’s course are :— 

(а) A sound knowledge of elementary arithmetic. 

(б) Ability to write simple English and vernacular.

(c) Fitness for arduous field-work. 

(d) A certificate of charttcier from the head of the institution where he was

Studeuta present at the school but 
unable to do any work on medical ground are excused from attending the class on the 
recommendation of the resident medical olHcer but frequent leave on petty excuses may 
render a student medically unlit for the course and his baiue may be struck off the roll..
